E. No. 6] 16]92-EPC.—Attention is invited to 
paragraphs 122(d), 142 and 153 of the Export and 
Import Policy (1992—19971 whereunder the follow¬ 
ing categories have been made eligible for the bene¬ 
fit of Special Import Licences : 

(i) E|;emed exports 

(Li) Export Houses/Trading House/Star Trading 
Houses 

(iii) Manufacturers who have acquired the ISO 
9000 (series) or the BIS 14000 (series) or 
any other internationally recognised equi¬ 
valent certification of quality. 

Subsequently, by a Press Note dated 8-6-1992, ex- 
porta to the Asian Clearing Union (ACU) countries 
nave also been made eligible for the benefit of Spe¬ 
cial Import Licences. 

This Public Notice sets out the scheme for the 
grant of Special Import Licences to*lhese categories 
of! exporters. 

2. Special Import Licences granted under this 
scheme will be eligible for the import of the items 
listed in the Annexure to this Public Notice. The 
licences arc freely tradeable in the market. 

3. Special Import Licences will be granted accord¬ 
ing to the following values in the case of each of the 
eigible category of exporters;

4. In the case of the exporters under SI. No. 1, 3 
and 4 above, the net foreign exchange (NFE) earn¬ 
ings shall be calculated according to the formula given 
in paragraph 138 of the Export and Import Policy 
(1992—1997). In the case of deemed exports, the 
NFE shall be calculated by taking the invoice value 
of the deemed exports and deducting there from tne 
CDF value of all imported goods (other than capital 
goods) related to the invoiced value of the deemed 
exports as well as the value of all payments made in 
foreign exchange by way of commission, royalty, fees 
or any other charge related to the invoiced value of 
the deemed exports. 


5. In the case of experts to ACU countries and 
deemed exports, the Special Imoprt Licences shall be 
given taking into account the following ; 

fa) Exports made prior to 1 March, 1992 in 
respect of which the exporter has not receiv¬ 
ed the benefit of Eximscrip under the 
1990-- 93 Policy. 

(b) Exports made after 1 March, 1992. 

6. In the case of Star Trading House/Trading 
House/Export House, the Special Import Licences will 
be granted during 1992-93 on the basis of the NFE 
earned during the licensing year 1991-92, subject to 
their retaining the recognition of their status in 1992 
93. Similarly, they will be granted Special Ij£ 
Licences during 1993-94 on the basis of the 
earned by them during the licensing year 199- 
subject to their retaining the recognition of their st 

in 1993-94. 

7. No Special Import Licence will be granted in 
respect of any ACU exports or deemed exports for 
which payment has been received in hand currency 
therefore, the exporter has availed of the LERMS 
benefits. 

8. In the case of manufacturers who have acquired 
the prescribed certification of quality. Special Import 
Licences will be granted in 1993-94 on the basis 
of the NFE earned by them during the licensing year 
1992-93, provided exports product(s) carry the said 
certification. 

9. The items importable against the Special Import 
Licence shall carry the normal Customs duty. 

10. Government reserves tire right to modify the 
scheme or to exclude any item from the list in the 
Annexure to this Public Notice or add any item to the 
list. Government also reserves the right to withdraw 
the scheme itself or to withdraw the benefit of the 
scheme for any category of exporters. The scheme 
should not be construed as conferring any right on 
any class of exporters.
